ftOB  Hey  1777  (I think  thet  thia  ahould  road  1778),  to  February,  1781. 
At  OttoM,  Record  Group  8,  C  1858,  C  1859. 


Comeliua  Nix,  abrother  I  bolieve,  aervod  in  thi 
1778  to  1783,  Record  Croup  8  C  Seriea.

John  Nix 'a  new  la  recorded  in  the  liat  of  United  empire  Loyaliata 
Mho  settled  in  Ontario,  Manuacript  Group  9,    04,  voluoe  9,  and  on  a 
■uatar  roll  of  diabanded  Louallata,  13  October,  1784  MG  21,  B  168,  peg* 
90.  John  joinad  the  Loyel  Rangera  in  ApriX1782,  end  in  Jenuary  end 
February  of  1763  waa  stationed  at  Hiviira  du  Ghana,  gu4bec.   Thoa 
Freeei  wee  the  officer  coaanandlng. 


Froo  a  latter  racaivad  froai  Or  H.C.  Burleigh  of  Seth,  Onterio,  I 
loamad  that  John  wee  bom  in  Geroeny  in  1730,  that  ha  wea  a  aanof 
aoall  stature  -  only  5*3",  and  hed  been  settled  in  Township  6  (Metilde) 
Cast  of  Praocott.   OttatM  aaya  that  Townahip  6  wea  later  named  Edwarda^ 
burgh.   John  inuat  have  left  tha  Province  aa  hie  naoe  doea  not  appeer  in 
the  1796  lists  of  Loyaliata. 

>*>•«  I  aaked  the  worthy  doctor  where  he  found- this  data  about  John, 
■Uitary  recorde,  I  preeuaw,  ao  that  I  could  reaaerch  Harmanua  and  Com- 
eliue,  he  did  not  reply.  Aa  a  oattar  of  ihtareat,  ay  inquiry  to  hio 
followed  his  own  aug^eetiona  to  ■■  of  "  intoiligant  and  thoaough  ooorch", 
Parhopa  he  oooM  *of  others'. 


The  only  deta  raooivad  fro*  Ottawa  cosftriaae  muatar  rolls  for  the 
■oet  port.  Perhaps  thoxo  la  such  ooio,  but  ny  probleai  oey  be  not  aak* 
ing  for  tha  right  thing.  * 

According  to  one  P*C.  county  reaaarehar,  E.  Catuda  Young,  now  paaaed 
on  unfertunritely,  Hax«anua  Nix,  thought  to  be  Holland  Dutch,  oarriad 
Sophia  Tico  -  I  believe  that  thia  nasv  ahould  be  the  Dutch  THIJ5,  or  the 
Geroon  THEISS,  before  sailing  for  North  As»rica.  Th.ay  reputedly  aattlad 
en  a  faro  in  Ourchoaa  County,  New  York,  later  to  serve  in  the  Britiah 
ar«y  egainat  tha  ro^la.   It  ia  believed  that  ha  later  cesie  to  Conade, 
taking  up  land  in  tha  Brlghton-Frankfoid  arae.   Another  John  Nix,  bom 
New  fotk   in  176S  alao  caM  to  this  district  in  1796  or  s  little  later. 
Ha  wee  the  thizd  eattler  there.   It  ia  poaaible  that  John  wee  one  of 
two  or  three  aona  who  acconpaniad  H«i«wnuo.   Another  of  ^manua'a  sons, 
if  ws  ere  talking  about  tha  same  f aaiily,  wes  alao  called  Ha^aianua,  short- 
ened to  Harden .   He  wea  bom  in  Naw  Jaraey  in  1770,  and  came  to  P.E. 
County  in  1802-03.   I  baee  this  data  on  the  stata«»ent  of  one  of  his 
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rMiahboun  «ho  in  Ul^  ••ii  that  h.  had  kno*-n  Hn««n  up««rdt  of  t*<«lw« 
y««n  M  -.11  ••  on  th«  wmmoTy  of   th«  .ocrnd  child  (first  .on),  th«t  ho 
roeollod  dimly  th.  Joomoy  ocro..  tho  l.k.  M  lot  84.  con  1.  A^olLoburgh 
Oho  thing  that  f>uzzlM  ■•  io  thot  Moi^onuo  opporottly  trovollod  all 
tho  «oy  to  Now  Jorooy  to  Join  th«  amy.  Mia  aon  Moa  bom  in  New  Joxaoy, 
t«a«<hich  laokoo  wm   think  that  he  did  not  coiao  fro-  Dutchoaa  County.   It 
•ppoora  that  a»ny  PEC  Sottloro  caa«  fttm   Not.  Tork.  and  it  My  hava  boon 
Id  that  tha  Nixoo  did  aloo. 


Hy  grear-^randfathor  Jo«m  Honry  Nix  claiMod  Irlah  doocont  in  tho 
conouo  of  1871.  and  one  or  two  others  in  the  family  hava  told  -a  tha 
o««  thing.  Probably  tricklad  down  fro.  Jowo.  I  fin*  thia  hard  to  cwdit 
oanoidoring  tha  Dutch  origin,  ouroly  woll-knoi^  to  hio.  It  ia  pooaiblo 
thot  Honnonoo  tmm   an  Irish  Palatinoto.  ond  com  over  obout  tho  oom  tiM  oo 
Bozbora  Mock  ond  Philip  E^ury,  the  foundoro  of  Mathodis*  in  North  AMrico. 
tho  MiKOS  -sro  alawat  all  yaalayan  Hothodists.  (I  a-.  Anglican,  taking  aftox 
■y  Mthor).  Tho  "ua"  onding  of  Hetsianuo  and  of  Comoliua  indicates  Dutffc 
RoMn  Catholicis.,  so  porhapo  thoy  Mrs  convortod  by  WMlay  *-hon  he  visitod 
Inlond  in  1745.  Tho  thought  that  tho  HiKOS  mm  ftjtch  is  furthor  strwigth- 
OMd  by  Comolius's  nsM  which  is  the  r\mm   of  a  aoint  Mch  rofoxod  in  tho 
Nothorlondo.
